But Don’t Know W here 
IT SEEMS- that the Nazi* do have the 
Invasion Jitters ail right. 
Through their 
propaganda channels they have now set 
Saturday as the date for the anticipated 
Allied onslaught against the Axis.' 
This new ediUon of invasion clairvoy­ 
ance. the Associated Presa reports, was 
broadcast by the German radio and at­ 
tributed to London reports reaching Stock­ 
holm 
There was no elaboration concern­ 
ing the point or potnts at which the Ger­ 
mans expect the blow. 
Plainly the Nazis are puzzled as to the 
date and the points. 
Not long since they 
set June 22 for the Allied attack. The Axis 
in the past has Issued statements on dates 
when they expected Allied action in the 
hope of eliciting information. 
The Saturday deadline for invasion was 
described in the Oerman reports as closely 
connected with two alleged facts: fl> the 
failure of the June 22 invasion to material­ 
ize had disappointed the British, and *21 
Soviet Premier Stalin's recent expressed 
desire for an early second front. 
In the latter connection, the German 
report asserted that th* July 3 invasion 
date, “now propagated in London Is pri­ 
marily intended to calm the Impatient 
Kremlin " 
Berlin ai,1*© stated that the report of 
the Saturday “invasion date" was "a wide­ 
spread 
version 
in 
London, 
prefdimably 
propagated directly by the ministry of in­ 
formation. but in the British capital itself 
the only word of the report was that con­ 
tained in th# Berlin broadcast. 
Yes. th# Hast* ar* puzzled and Jittery. 
and well may they be In view of the mighty 
preparations that have 
been 
going 
on, 
which will culminate some of these days 
in no mere matter of guesswork on the 
part of th* United Nations, and Berlin 
would give everything to know Just when 
and where, 
In good old American slang. 
we all hope the Allies will catch them with 
their pants down. Their present quandary 
is a fine testimonial to the Allied strategy.

Is Not Dead Yet 


not trying to obstruct the war program On 
the contrary, he seeks to strengthen it be­ 
cause he explains that “you can lose the 
war through inadequate 
man 
power to 
maintain domestic economy" and “there is 
no more certain way of sapping morale at 
home than unnecessary waste and extrava­ 
gance.” 
There will be less argument, naturally, 
about reduction of expenses on the home 
front. 
Senator Byrd and his committee 
have repeatedly pointed out the necessity 
of curbing the uncontrolled and monstrous 
growth of the federal bureaucracy. 
They 
have recommended, in their latest report, 
that a 300.000 reduction in personnel “be 
promptly carried out by all departments 
and agencies of the federal government” 
and show how and where it can be don*. 
This mushrooming must be stopped 
somewhere — there must be a limit here 
also. The employment, the committee de­ 
clares. “has been Increasing at the rate of 
nearly fifty per cent semi-annually.” 
In 
the last war there was one civilian em­ 
ploye to five soldiers; In this one the ratio 
is one to two and a half soldiers. 
Fifty- 
five per cent of the present civilian em­ 
ployes are not directly engaged in the war 
effort; and the federal government has now 
more persons on the pay roll than all the 
forty-eight states combined, plus all the 
county and municipal governments. 
It is 
well nigh incredible 
Yes. there must be a limit somewhere, 
both in war and non-war expenses, else, as 
Senator George warns, collapse will come. 


Free Enterprise 
Must Be Saved 
THE GANGS of hack 
lawyers 
and 
long-haired economists who infest the fed­ 
eral pay rolls in Washington have launched 
a propaganda campaign of scorn and con­ 
tempt for free enterprise. They are trying 
to invest the term with a suggestion that 
it is merely the label under which busi­ 
nessmen exploit the consumer. 
Regardless of their claims, their op­ 
position to free enterprise is opposition to 
the economic system under which this gov­ 
ernment brought a higher living standard 
to the average citizen than any other gov­ 
ernment at any time in history. 
Free enterprise is. in terms of an ex­ 
ample which everyone knows, the ays tem 
under which a Henry Ford, with nothing 
but a good idea and plenty of courage, 
created one of the greatest Industries in 
the world. In doing that Job, he did more 
for labor than any other American has 
done. He transformed the social and eco­ 
nomic tempo from the horse-and-buggy 
speed to the automobile speed. 
Today thp government has taxed that 
power away from its Henry Fords. 
Their 
earnings are being diverted from plant ex­ 
pansion and search for markets. 
Their 
strength is being sapped away to support 
hundreds of thousands of fuzzle-wits on 
the federal pay roll. 
It was in defense of this system of free 
enterprise that Frederick 
C. 
Crawford, 
president of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, spoke when he said recent­ 
ly at Cincinnati that*“what we need Is a 
clear affirmation, free of weasel words and 
mental reservations, of full faith and con­ 
fidence in our free economic system as the 
only secure foundation for a free political 
system.” 
Democracy and free enterprise are in­ 
separable. 
If one Is destroyed, the other 
will expire. 


GOVERNOR DEWEY, of New York. has 
bluntly asserted that isolationism is dead. 
In one respect that is so. but in another 
It is not. 
Isolationism, arf so long libellously used 
by the New Dealers, will be kept alive by 
them and the fourth-termite office-holding 
crowd for selfish purposes. 
The term will 
be wrongly Interpreted and wrongly ap­ 
plied 
It will be used to smear anybody 
and everybody who will not come along 
with the New Deal scheme of things and 
the New Deal purpose to perpetuate Itself 
in power. Anybody who says a word, even 
In constructive criticism, about the Roose­ 
velt foreign policy, will be ipso facto an 
Isolationist. 
Many persons perhaps wonder why It 
can be that Franklin Roosevelt can be such 
a success in foreign affairs and such a flop 
In domestic matters.

WASHINGTON, June 29-D ear 
; You ask me for constructive 
suggestion* for a postwar plan. 
a h e mainten­ 
ance 
of 
eternal 
peace should be 
ti* only objective 
of the settlement. 
I do not believe 
any of the old re­ 
actionary sugges­ 
tions will do the 
job — League of 
N a t i o n s , world 
courts, sworn pro­ 
mise#! to outlaw 
wars, pious pro­ 
nouncements of peaceful intentions. 
Indeed, we have found from cur­ 
rent experience that they were only 
artificial and superficial methods. 
They do not reach down into basic 
causes of war. 
In our search for a real solution, 
two basic principles must be adopt­ 
ed first, Tile solution we want must 
be democratic and christian. 
No nation which will sincerely 
espouse the principles of democracy 
or Christianity will be the aggressor 
In any war. It will not seek to im­ 
pose it* will on others through an 
international police lorce. a s u g g e s ­ 
tion, which to me, is only an 
excuse for imperialism. 


Borid Policing Impossible 


Perhaps we might keep the world 
peace by imperialism, but it would 
necessitate a complete American 
policing of the world, and this. of 
course, is out of the question. Our 
allies would not accept such a pro­ 
posal, even if offered. 
TI* only kind of a peace-making 
Imperialism which is possible in the 
existing situation would be one con­ 
ducted Jointly by Russia, Britain, 
the United States and China. Such 
a joint imperialism could be neither 
democratic nor Christian in nature. 
The Russian# have a different 
system, which they no doubt in­ 
tend to keep. Indeed, even the 
British system, while like ours in 
It* Christian roots, is different from 
ours in democratic practice, because 
it is basically a limited imperialism, 
developed to further, the necessary 
aspirations of the British empire. 
If we enter upon such a joint 
Chino-Anglo-Russo - American im­ 
perialism. 
the 
makeshift empire 
component parts arc not naturally 
congenial, but rather competitive 
and conflicting. 


Cloak, Not C ure 


These same considerations impel 
me to lose hope in a world state, 
because such a stat* would only 
draw a deceptive cloak over the 
differences 
which exist 
in 
this 
world, but would not cure them. 
Indeed, such a proposal is impossi­ 
ble for other reasons. 
Neither the Russians, British nor 
Chinese desire to sacrifice their na­ 
tional interests and purposes, even 
lf the United States desired to do 
so. and I cannot assume that we 
will ever desire such a stat* until 
it can be contrived on the basis 
for which we stand — democracy 
and Christianity. 
Until the world oomea to our 
principles, I do not believe our 
people would want one world. It 
would have to be our world. 
How then do we seek eternal 
peace on a basks of democracy and 
Christianity? What kind of a for­ 
mula can we get? 


Simple I erin ii la Needed 


I think we should seek the sim­ 
plest possible formula, not an intri­ 
cate contrivance, based on deals to 
be made by the world politicians, 
swapping territory and policies here 
and there in a world conference. 
If we could put our world of th# 
future on the same basis in which 
the people live together in a com­ 
munity, then we may have sim­ 
plicity and sincerity as the founda­ 
tion of our undertaking—not some 
Jumble of compromised principles 
arrived at by 
haggling between 
Stalin, 
Churchill, 
Roosevelt 
and 
Chiang Kai-Shek trying to outwit 
each other in some new conference. 
I think we should lay down the 
basis upon which we propose to 
live, and maintain peace of th*

future, and let other# adjust them­ 
selves to it as they will. Apply the 
principles of democracy and Chris­ 
tianity to the formula of the com­ 
munity way of life, and you will 
find yourself arriving at these fol­ 
lowing lines of planning: 


Federated Structure 


A United States of Europe. mod­ 
eled after our own United States, 
elimination of tariff barriers there­ 
in. self-sufficiency in raw materials, 
the variety of nationals in Europe 
to have a common army, legislature, 
president, premier of their own 
choice. 
As for us, we would do aa believ­ 
ers In democracy and Christianity 
do everywhere to protect them­ 
selves. in line with the community 
spirit. 
We would acquit* air bases and 
territory, not in the interests of 
world conquest, but to defend our 
shores, or hemisphere' or “sphere 
of defense" wherever it lies from 
a strictly military (not a political) 
standpoint. 
The, army and navy 
should decide this, not the Whit* 
House. Wa should get these in re­ 
turn 
for 
the debts outstanding 
ac a inst us, and we should seek them 
not only for defense but to make 
ourselves self-sufficient as regards 
raw materials, Just as we proposed 
to have Europe do. 
We would maintain an army and 
navy, but particularly an air force 
competent to deal with any chal­ 
lenge of our interests. 


M utual Advantage Baals 


We would have a good neighbor 
policy with the world, particularly 
with friendly democracies, not on 
a basis of lending them money to 
build steel mills to compete with 
us, or any basis Uke that, but upon 
a genuine basis of mutual advant­ 
ages. 
We would not strew our money 
•round the world to change living 
standards, but we would co-operate 
with ad nations in an effort to get 
them to Improve themselves. 
Of all totalitarian regimes around 
the world, we should be suspicious 
and alert. 
We should remember 
that Britain and France could have 
killed off Hitler easily, and almost 
without loss of Ufe, if they had 
moved promptly to meet their peril, 
rather than furnishing him with 
credit adjustments and materials to 
build himself into a formidable 
fighting force <as we did also aith 
Japan). 
That is the prime peace lesson 
of 
this 
war--constant 
alertness 
agaiM any authority challenging 
our way of life. 
Complacency is the sin for which 
we are now suffering. Our future 
•rmy, navy and air force must not 
only be superior to its problem#, but 
kept politically alert to its dangers. 
Here we have the real cause of 
this war, and we must meet it 
directly. 
Now ti you want some interna­ 
tional organization. I say all right, 
Join it, for the minor superficial, 
speech-making thing it will be. but 
such a thing vs dangerous, not pri­ 
marily for what it will do to this 
country In a political or military 
way. but wliat it will do psycholog­ 
ically. It will make us complacent 
again.

When President Roosevelt says 
that he had to appoint an economic 
stabilizer and that he wa# placing 
the “final responsibility in one of­ 
ficial,” he may have believed that 
that# the way things have been 
functioning.

Davis 
didn t find it so. He found himself 
being asked to take order from 
left-w’lngers who sit in Mr. Byrnes’s 
office and really run the govern­ 
ment. They also tell the War Labor 
Board where to get off and they 
write rules and regulations for the 
OPA. Possibly the president doesn't 
know that a man of the background 
of Chester Davis is pushed around 
by these same advisers. 
Subsidy plans have been 
an­ 
nounced, for instance, without so 
much aa the courtesy of a prior 
consultation with Mr. Davis. At no 
time, also, was he permitted to 
make a policy in the matter of 
food 
pricing 
and 
administration 
though this power was presumably 
given him by executive order when 
he took office. 


Roll - Back Opposed 


It has been the Davis position 
that subsidies should be used with 
care and with the specific purpose 
of increasing production or over­ 
coming eon* handicap rather than 
to add to the nations purchasing 
power, He wa# also vehemently op­ 
posed to th* roll-back of prices But 
after 
the 
plan 
was 
announced, 
Davis urged Byrnes and o tiler# 
that it was necessary to develop 
rule# and regulation# before making 
announcements. 
But this advice wa# reported, and 
the disorganization of the meat 
pack big Industry has resulted from 
the announcement. It la said that 
Vinson had promised Davis there 
would be no announcement of the 
meat subsidy Later on it wa# dis­ 
covered that one of ti* bright 
young men in the Byrnes office 
made it anyway. Davis wa# not 
even given the courtesy of a tele­ 
phone call explaining the reversal 
of plan. 
Chester Davis I# a friend and 
supjjorter of President Roosevelt. 
IiH *be 1838 presidential campaign. 
Mr. Davis did yeoman service in 
winning the agricultural regions to 
the New Deal side. He has been one 
of the most influential men of the 
administration with respect to legis­ 
lation on capitol hill. It was natural 
for Mr. Roosevelt to send for him 
a few months ago and try to per­ 
suade him to operate the food ad­ 
ministration. 


Resignation in Blockout 


Mr. Davie didn’t want any clash­ 
ee with the secretary of agriculture 
or anybody else He wanted a clear 
definition of authority. The presi­ 
dent told him not to worry—that 
he < Chester Du via) would have ac­ 
cess to the chief executive at all 
times 
But it dkfn* Turn out that way. 


Mr. Davis submitted his re#igna- 
tion on June 16. The press knew 
of it and inquired about it at the 
White House, where the issue was 
evaded. 
The 
president 
evidently 
didn't want to give hts opponents 
on capitol hill ammunition in their 
fight against his subsidy policy. So 
news of the resignation was held 
up. 
But now ainee the president has 
decided to embrace the CIO policy 
of roll-backs and to go along with 
the CIO conception of wartime eco­ 
nomics—he accepted also their sal- 
ary-limitation ideas—the cleavage 
ha# become pronounced. Congress 
will soon have to choose between 
national policies dictated by the 
CIO and accepted by Mr. Roosevelt 
as the guiding chart of his war­ 
time administration or else make 
laws that specify exactly how these 
wartime problems shall be handled. 


Back te San* Fault 


It all comes back to the same 
fault that has been noticeable in 
the present administration from the 
beginning—the desire to run Amer­ 
ica on the basis of executive order! 
and arbitrary rule# made by al­ 
legedly omniscient experts sitting 
•round the throne instead of by a 
system of laws made by congress. 
Power must be delegated to ad­ 
minister complicated tasks, but the 
legislative standards can be pres­ 
cribed by Congress. 
Now the Senate and House are 
beginning to recognize their true 
responsibility. While the laws they 
write may contain defects that ex­ 
perience alone will remove,
